The ink on the Florida note of 177- is brown with 
a Slight greenish cast but definitly brown and rather heavy, 
tho that seems like a poor word to describe it. 

I too have been dubious of the word "I", but as I 
recall, Panton used St. Augustine as a base and Leslie worked 


out of Pensacola or maybe it was the other way around, I 


would have to check on that. Later, John Forbes, a reflative 


of one of them took over and ran the outfit. He was also a 
partner while they used the double name. 

And “old meanie” by no stretch of the imagination 
can this item be considered part of the Colonial and Contin- 
ental complex for Florida never was even closely tied in with 
the other British Colonies and up to 1763, was a Spanish 
possession. As for outeliving me, that I am sure is possible 
but by then I am quite sure my Florida collection will be 
disposed of, now that I have finished my compilation and 
descriptions of the known notes. It is now in the hands of 
Hoober, the lists, not the collection, and I am anxious to 
see the results in print.
